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1 . Consider the U.S.C 1 03 argument of claim 1 , in response to applicant's argument 
that the "role" disclosed in the prior art Saulpaugh does not contain or associate with 
content for distributing in a peer-to-peer network, the examiner respectfully traverses. 
Saulpaugh discloses that a client can use application software to send and receive 
messages for any purpose, including performing distributed data storage ([0056], 
[0072], role based addressing in p2p distributed software, or file sharing, messaging 
applications, and distributed processing, [0007], application data in messages between 
senders and receivers, [0063]-[0065]). Role publishing and role replying messages both 
contain a body portion that has data to be copied or transferred from nodes to nodes in 
a p2p network ([0289]-[0303], especially [0297] and [0303], publishing messages and 
reply messages contain body portions that has bytes of content to be copied from 
senders to receivers). It would be a resonable interpretation to read the body of the 
send and reply messages as content to be distributed. Therefore, role publishing and 
requesting read on caching content, advertising content, requesting for content and 
becoming a content distributor. 

2. Consider the U.S.C 103 argument of claim 8, in response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Leber teaches requesting a 
content (which can be multiple pieces of content) from logically nearest nodes. Each 
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piece of content of Leber reads on the claimed content, and would be received from a 
nearest peer. Furthermore, having established that Saulpaugh does disclose content 
distributing, the combination of Saulpaugh and Leber would have a high expectation of 
success (both in p2p network), and make the p2p system more efficient by requesting 
and distributing content among nearest nodes. 
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
